Rep. Fred F. Cain has written a letter to the Town Manager of Wilmington, 
saying that $166,000 in surplus funds which he was having transferred to the Town 
of Wilmington cannot be transferred. The money was a surplus in Chapter 91 ac- 
counts, and was to be transferred to improve Mill Brook, where it passes under 
the Boston & Maine Railroad, and under Main Street. 

The letter to the Town Manager bore yesterday's date. 

Two years ago Associate Commissioner Malcolm Graf, of the Department of 
Public Works inspected Mill Brook, and declared that there would be a day when 
there would be a flood, in that area: He did it in company with Mr. Cain, and also 
in company of Daniel Gillis, then of the Wilmington Planning Board, now a 


Selectman. 


When Mr. Cain found the surplus money he sought to have it transferred to 
Wilmington, to take of the problem that Malcolm Graf says is going to happen. 
In order to accept the money it was necessary that the Town accept an act of the 
legislature known as Section 29 of Chapter 91 of the General Laws.

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To fill a hole? 


There was more, , than met the 
eye, in the discussion in the Planning 
Board, a week ago, of a ‘new’ road for the 
Jackson Brothers, in North Wilmington. 

Readers will remember that that firm, 
which has earned an enviable reputation for 
fair dealing, has had trouble because of the 
acottey o's be, over 20 feet deep, ina 

ip, where a road was to be built. At 
the the inaetanee ‘of the Planning Board they 
explored for other means of ingress and 
egress in their new development, which in- 
cluded conversations about constructing a 
new road through to Dorothy Avenue. 

The reported costs were terrific. To fill 
the hole and build a road would have cost a 
quarter of a million, and to buy two homes 
and build a road to Dorothy Avenue would 
have meant a net cost of over $100 thou- 
sand. 

The attention of the Planning Board, and 
of nearly everyone else, in the hearing of a 
week ago, was centered on the proposed 
roads, for that was the subject matter. The 
hole in the peat bog was merely a passing 
incident. 

But to a few people on Dorothy Avenue it 
was more than that. One can guess that 
they are worried about it - that perhaps a 
child may be drowned someday. Not once 
have they said so, to this paper's 
knowledge, but they did speak of the hole 
and in a paper submitted to the Planning 
Board there was talk of prospective terrific 
costs. Would the terrific costs be from the 
filling of that hole? Can the hole be filled - 
by the Jackson Brothers - or by the town? 

To be practical the answer is No. 

The Planning Board, last year, put the 
Jackson Brothers into a position of giving 
land to the town, as they do with all new 
housing developments. That land was given 
to the Conservation Commission, and is 
alongside the railroad, in North 


Wilmington. part of the hole - possibly the 
biggest part, is now owned by the Conserva- 
tion Commission. 

If there is danger, and if the Jackson

Brothers were to fill their portion of the 
Peat bog where that hole is, the town too, 
would then have to fill their portion of the 
hole. A quarter of a million, maybe more, 
for the Jackson Brothers, and several 
million, possibly, for the town? 

It is only fair to observe that the Jackson 
Brothers are engaged in the erection of a 
permanent barricade, to that portion of the 
hole that is on their land. 

It is fair to observe too, that there is no 
history of anyone ever being drowned in 
such a peat bog hole in Wilmington - and 
there are many. The Hundred Acre 
Meadow, down by the Ipswich River, has 
many such holes for instance. 

People just don’t go wading into that type 
of swamp. It is too uninviting. « 

The paper which was submitted by the 
people of Dorothy Avenue, and of which a 
copy was brought into the selectmen’s 
meeting by a selectman, demanded that the 
Jackson Brothers be stopped from working 
in their new project. Such a move would be 
fraught with all sorts of legal com- 
plications. It was not only impossible, it 
wasn't even common sense. 

That selectman, too, is not a person to 
take part in his. He has a history of (1) per- 
sonal animosity against the Jackson 
Brothers, and (2) personal animosity 
against the Chairman of the Planning 
Board. In the case of the Jackson Brothers, 
he has appeared three times in the Planning 
Board meetings, trying to have that firm 
stopped from doing work. On one occasion 
he asked for and received an Executive 
Meeting. Afterwards the Planning Board 
members were sorry they had allowed it. 

If, as it seems, there are people on 
Dorothy Avenue who are concerned about 
that hole in the peat bog the suggestion is 
made that they see the Town Manager, and 
talk over the problem with that gentleman. 

‘That’s what he is paid for - to discuss 
problems affecting the town, in a non- 
political way, and possibly to find answers.
